and attachment to hi.s corps. 'Old Abe' was 
always dignified. 
Ho brooked uo famili- 


arity—no trilling. Serious and solemn, he 
appeared to relegate the pleasures of tho 
war to others, content himself to be over 
the vigilant sentinel, regarding only tho cud 
to bo gained and the earnest realities of bia 
great mission. 


"It was only in the storm of battle that 


this Imhilunl reserve- was sometimes broken: 
and when, in the midst of screaming shot 
and shell a loud cry of triumph would ring 
from 'Old Abe,' it was regarded as tbo har- 
binger of destruction lo the rebels, and 
awakened in tho men who heard it a spirit 
which became- almost resistless in its ener- 
gy. 


"Bub though the bravery of 'Old Abo' 


was unquestionable, be was by uo means 
reckless or foolhardy in its exhibition. 
No 


one could dodgo a uii.s.silo more promptly or 
successfully than he, and when tho order 
came for the regiment to lie down to escape 
a raking fire, 110110 ever hugged the earth 
with closer persistency than tho eagle of fh« 
Eighth Wisconsin. 
After tho war 'Old Abe' 


was assigned to comfortable (juarters at the 
capital, and there he has remained, only 
occasionally appearing at reunions of his 
old friends.'1

A Port Jems dispatch of last night says, 


reports from Sullivan and Delaware, counties 
state that heavy forest fires havo again 
broken out in the mountains and are doing 
much damage. The sky in that direction 
has been illuminated for.sevorol nights.
